[Text] Last Sunday, we learned the views of Manuel Ballesteros, “Manolo the student" 
to his fellow countrymen and a key man in the so-called "Single Command" of the 
antiterrorist police action.

It appears from yesterday's announcement by Public Petroleum Corporation 
President Konofagos that the Thasos o1] contribution to the country's oil 
self-sufficiency will be of limited and that the foreign exchange and 
fiscal benefite will be still smaller anticipeted7. Thus, a dream--the large 
Prinos 011 deposit, which has been in making for 7 years--is, under the best of 
circumstances, worse than generally estimated and, under the worst of circumstances, 
is a small nightmare because of ite large sulfur content... 







The Prinos yield this year is estimated at 500,000 tons valued at about 140 
million dollars. But the country's net exc benefit will be very small due to 
the high investment coste (500 million dollars), the interest (125 million doliars 
in 2 years) and the operational coste (820 million dollars in 15 years). Needless 
to say, the Greek consumer will derive no benefit at all from the Prinos oil 
production. But the average consumer may experience the consequences of the Greek 
produced oil through his "sense of smell" since such oi] having a sulfur content 
of 5 percent will produce masut with a sulfur content of 6 percent compared to 3 
percent contained in crude oil presently imported and to 1 percent the specifica- 
tions allow for the Athens arva. It is thus certain that the cost of the Greek 
oil will be higher than that of the oi] imported from abroad and tha

The Thasos o41 is of significance of course to the Greek economy. First of all, 

it should be nected that the contracting compeny will etart this year sending its 
product to the state oil refinery et international prices, of course, even though 
the agreement granted it the right to export it for 3 years from the day production 
started. 


Second, the ex loitation of the Thasos oil creates economic activity in the Kavala 
area--and therefore creates income also--since east of Nea Kavale a plant was 
built for sorting, desulfurising, processing and storing the products. Also 
facilities for loading and unloading oi] tankers were installed. 


Third, as DEP's president said, “intensive explorations are continued for the 
discovery of other land and sea deposits."

"For technical reasons, however, DEP is abandoning the Aegean and focuses its 
interest toward the Ionian /Sea/"...pointed out DEP President Konofagos.

"Sunday morning, President of the Republic K. Karamanlis will inaugurate the first 
complex for pumping up and processing hydrocarbons from the Prinos and Nea Kavala 
deposits." 


It became known that the Atgsip company which has assumed explorations in the Ionian 
Sea will undertake the first drilling in May. It is under obligation to spend at 
least 25 million dollars the first 2 years from the signing of the agreement and 

to undertake three drillings at a minimum depth of 6,500 meters. On the basis 

of the company's bid and in the event deposits are discovered, the sharing of the 
oil production is estimated as follows: 61 percent for Greece and 19 percent for 
the italiane if oil is discovered outside the anticline, or 82 for Greece and 18 
for the italians if discovered within it.

While the party leaders wanted to 
remain in their positions 4 significant part of the supporters were of a different 
opinion and wanted a change of leaders, The conflict created strange majorities a. 
minorities within the majority, and between these arose a power struggle which was 
about to become 4 large scale palace revolution within the party. 


The fact that this did not happen was partly due to the absence of coherence among 

the so-called rebels as well as their being poorly prepared for changes. When they 
could not offer a suitable opposing candidate for the chairmanship, the attempts fell 
back one after the other and the former party leaders managed to retain their positions 
for the time being, 


Regardless of this the rebels and the party leaders together reached the same goal in 
principle in the unity matter. The central committee that has the highest power of 
decision between congresses and the political committee that is in charge of the 
political actions, the politburo, experienced large changes. One-third of the central 
comnuitiee was replaced as well as one-half of the politburo, among others the party 
officials were weeded out and the number significantly reduced. 


From the central committee were dropped, among others, such names as Aimo Aaltonen 
and Ville Pessi, who lead the party with a firm hand before Aarne Saarinen and 
Arvo Aalto, as well as Markus Kainulainen of the minority, who no longer--like 
Aaltonen and Pessi--belongs to the inner circle, that is, the political committee. 


But the well-known Saarinen-Sinisalo team will continue to lead the party. The 
power relations of the party organs will continue to follow the same familiar lines 
as during earlier years of party disputes. There will remain a division into two 
opposing groups in press and organization matters, among others. On the other hand 
» political document was approved in addition to the personnel elections. Its most 
interesting iseve is the positive attitude of the congress toward participation in a 
government of the present kind. At the congress no proposal was even made to remove 
the ministers representing the government's communist movement. 


this kind of apparently unanimous attitude in the government matter is very different 
than what has been the case so far. The whole issue has indeed been an important 
dividing factor in the party dispute: the mincrity as never in the past accepted 

the majority's participation in the government. These positive and negative indicators 
show an effort to get out of the cul de sac caused by the lack of coherence within 

the party. The demands were brought up at the congress that the party leaders give 

an account of their actions already before the next regular congress. The decrees 

are hard, but so is the task. The focus of the efforts to make the party more unified 
is, however, also the focus after the congress is over, that the party remains the 

seme revolutionary Finnish Communist Party.

liext| The Communists’ inner conflicts were brought up centrally when the Rikedag 
on luesday night started a discussion about the so-called compromise lawe that are 
linked to the budget solution, 


Vice chairman of the Rikedag group Helvi Niskanen recalled the fact that the SKDL 
[Finnish People's Democratic League] group had decided to approve of the social 
security improvement issue which had been tinished by the committee, in which the 
social benefits would aleo become liable to taxation, at the same time as they would 
be improved, 


Niskanen said that the decision by the Rikedag group would involve all the members 
of the group. 


ihe group voted last week about the social committee's report regarding the compromise 
laws and decided to approve of it based on the majority's votes, 14 to 9. The 
Stalinist opposed this. 


the taxation of the social benefite was brought up also at the meeting of the delegates 
during the weekend, whereby the Stalinists continued to oppose the taxation and restated 
the party's previous decisions. 


in her speech on Tuesday night Niskanen listed the improvements that the SKDL Pekkas 
solution had accomplished in the social package of the Rikedag. According to Niskanen 
the solution does, however, change the relationship between the social security of 

those with a low income and those with a high income very little. Accroding to Niskanen 
the liability to taxation has been made into a matter involving a principle, whereby 
feelings have played a more important role than judgement. He also found some posi- 
tive aspects in the taxation, Ulla-Leena Alppi (Communist)--also of the majority-- 
stated that the goal of the SKDL had not at all been the taxation of the social 
benefits but that the drawbacks would have to be corrected in some other way. 


it is, however, a fact that there is going to be a tendency toward taxation, because 
the majorities of the otherparties have demanded this. We have no longer been able 
to prevent it, said Alppi. 


Chairman of the social committee Matti Puhakka (Social Democrats) presented in his 
broad talk the improvements that had been made in the laws. He also handed out 
some critique to the government. 


According to Puhakka the government should in the future pay attention to making sure 
that the propositions are brought to the Riksdag in time and that enough time is 
reserved in the Riksdag to study them--even when it is a matter of laws connected 

to the budget policies. 
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the peverament should also be prepared for the possibility that the Rikedag would 
mike the changes that are considered necessary in this kind of law,

“The serious 
warning” line won the voting by 12 to 5. Delegates Aulis Juvela, Mikko Ekorre, 
ikka-Christian Bjorklund, Matti Jarvenpaa and Kauko Tamminen demanded the termination 
of the membership.

The third discussion of the social lLawe will take place next Tuesday. The Stalinists 
are intending to vote again in accordance with their own stand for the rejection 
of the law, 


On Thursday the SKDL Rikdsag group got to vote also about the dispute regarding the 
supplemental budget of the current year. The supplemental budget will be subject to 
hikedag voting on Friday. 





The Staliniste suggested the the SKDL group should oppose the 20 million marks of 
arms acquisition funde that are part of the supplemental budget. With a voting 

of 17 to 10 the group did, however, decide to support the supplemental budget. The 
Stalinists who had remained within the minority stated as a gesture of compromise 
that after this that they would make do with the group decision instead of making a 
proposition that the funds be eliminated.

The largest middle-class party, whose 5-day party congrese is to begin today in 
Finlandia liouse, will have an opportunity to ponder over the report that the KOK 
is regarded as the number~one impediment to democracy and equality, 


In terms of conventional thinking, this location of the KOK on the map of Finland's 
parties ie neither news nor a surprise, 


The results of the poll, however, do not correspond to the impression that has 
recently been given nor to the instinctive feeling one has gotten that the party's 
old rightist role has been tossed onto the garbage dump and been replaced by a 
progressive and liberal period, 


The poll results are also contrary to fact from chairman Ilkka Suominen's stand- 
point, According to thim, of the parliamentary parties the Firmmish Christian 
League (SKL) and Finnish Rural Party (SMP) are even farther to the right than the 
KOK, 


KOK's Isotalo: Outdated Thinking 


The KOK's role in terms of practical parliamentary efforts is viewed as quite pro- 
“weesive, With respect to many controversial bills, even the KEPU [Center Party] 
is regarded as more conservative than the KOK, 


even the SKP's [Finnish Communist Party] Aarne Saarinen has expressed his agreement 
with this opinion, 


"Reduced to such a rigid formation, the Right-left dichotomy is indicative of 
sutdated thinking, The situation ought also to be judged on the basis of real 
achievements and goals," KOK party secretary Jussi Isotalo commented on the Gallup 
roll, 
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"in certain respects the resulte of the poll in themselves offer evidence of the 
obsolescence of such thinking," he added, 


ln lnotalo's opinion, such a Right-Left cleavage existe only because the poll is 
& proportional one in terms of similar polls taken before, 


vecrut Results 


Commissioned by he four biggest parties, in February-March the Finnish Gallup 
Company polled support for the parties and citizens' opinions on certain political 
issues, 


The fact that the parties were ordered in terms of a Right-Left line was, however, 
not published, 


Tue results of the poll were based on interviews with 1,236 people of voting age, 
held in 44 towne and 62 municipalities, 


The relative positions of the parties were polled as follows: The number 1 repre- 
sented the extreme Left and 9 the extreme Right, All parliamentary parties fell 
within the range of 1,98 to 5,47 on this scale, 


From Left to Right, the parties were viewed thusly: SKDL | Finnish People's Demo- 
cratic League], SDP [Social Democratic Party], SMP, KEPU, [Liberal Party], 
RKP [ Swedish 14 Party], SKL and KOK, e parties not represented in Parlia- 
ment were not objects of the poll, 

SKL's Almerens Results Were Correct 


The SKL, which has been separated from those parties qualified to govern by Ilkka 
Suominen, feels that the Gallup=poll results were correct: 


"They reflect the direction of a given policy that is being pursued, not, for

[Text] Nicaraguan Minister of Foreign Affairs Miguel D'Escoto is to leave Finland 
Friday morning with an official pledge in his briefcase that Finland will aid 
Nicaragua in its reconstruction program, Just before leaving for Finland, D'iscoto 
participated in efforts that averted an outbreak of war between Nicaragua and 
Honduras, 


Foreimm Affairs Minister D'Sscoto's 2-day visit was unofficial, He represents 

the revolutionary government that assumed power following a bloody civil war al- 
most ° years ago, He arrived here after an official visit to Sweden and will con- 
tinue his trip to Denmark, J 

On Thursday, the second day of his stay, D'Escoto met with Foreign Affairs Minister 
Paavo Vayrynen and made a courtesy call on Prime Minister Mauno Koivisto, In Par 
liament he chatted with speaker Johannes Virolainen and Foreign Affairs Committee 
chairman Kalevi Sorsa, 


During their visit, D'Escoto and Vice Minister of Reconstruction Chamorro learned 
that the Finnish Government has approved a favorable 10=—million-mark development 
loan for the purpose of procuring hospital equipment, 


The Nicaraguans, who are right now passing new laws for the regulation of foreign 
investments, also hope to be able to participate in joint projects with Finnish 
firms that are coming to Nicaragua, 


The Finns furthermore received an invitation to come and familiarize themselves 
with the need for technical assistance in Nicaragua, which believes that Finland 
can be of particular help in exploiting its large forest reserves, 


Finland ics already engaged in joint development projects in the field of forestry 
with the neighboring country of Honduras, A couple of weeks ago, in the opinion 
of the international press, an outbreak of war between Honduras and Nicaragua was 
likely, 


Althoumn D'sscoto did not mention the fact, his negotiation with the Honduran rep- 
resentatives alleviated the crisis, at least for the present, D'Sscoto said that 
the defense ministers of both countries, who will try to put an end to border in- 
cidents, are to meet in June, 
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the tnousands of dictator Somoza's national guardsmen who fled to Honduras in 1979 
aid have been making raids across the border pose a problem, "Thoy have killed 
/7 people, including children, women and literacy campaign teachers, 


"Furthermore, certain military circles in Honduras want to prevent the democratic 
elections promised in Honduras for next fall by provoking Nicaragua and inciting 
a war," the foreign affaires minister said, He did not lay the blame at the door 
of the Honduran Government and the military president, 


"Nicaragua and El Salvador have had only bad experiences with elections," D'Escoto 
said, "“slections are a symbol of deception for ue, It is precisely through elec- 
tions that tyrants have always assumed power in our country," General elections 
nave not been organized in Nicaragua since the transfer of power, 


J‘icara ua wants to establish good relations with countries like Finland among 
thers, because “we have always been too dependent on one nation," 


That one nation is the United States, which this spring terminated its economic 
id to Nicaragua and may demand that it pay for the aid it received earlier, 


"Tie rescinding ot aid will affect us inasmuch as we will have to postpone some 
development projects," Vice Minister Chamorro said, "However, the fact that the 
inited States has also terminated its food aid to us has brought on a real crisis 
situation, We were supposed to buy wheat, which we do not produce at all, on

RALLIS, PAPANDREOU CLASH OVER LATTER'S SPEECH IN ALEXANDROUPOLIS 
Athens ELEVTHEROS KOSMOS in Greek 17 May 81 pp 1, 10 


(Text/ An acute personal controversy erupted between Premier G. Rallis and PASOK 
rman A. Papandreou because of the latter's speech last night in Alexandroupolis. 
Speaking to the city's residents Papandreou hinted that the government has made 
several concessions to Turkey, and at the same time gave his own interpretation 

of the premier's policy on "mild climate." 





The premier in a long personal statement responded both to P 's speech 
and to his stitemente following his briefing the premier/ on the question of 
Limnos Island and Greek-Turkish relations. accused of 


maliciously distorting the information given at the briefing, and also of 
going back to hie policy of "sink the Khora" kish seismographic and explora- 
tory ship/, a policy which, according to the premier, the Greek people as a whole, 
including Papandreou's followers also, had hoped he had abandoned forever. 


Papandreou in his speech in Alexandreupolis expressed his total opposition to the 
policy of "mild climate," saying characteristically that "the mild climate, as an 
indispensable framework for a democratic dialogue and national understanding, does 
not mean that the opposition should be lackluster in giving absolution or a green 
light to the goverment of the Right." 


He also leveled a sever criticiam against the work of the government both in the 
economic and the other sectors of its activity, and accused it of making concessions 
to Turkey. In this way, the PASOK chairman repeated with a salvo of political 
controversy in his first major preelection speech given in an open square in the 
course of the longest election campaign ever beld in this country. 


Papandreou Speech 


At the outset A. Papandreou greeted the armed forces and underlined that the unity 
and solidarity between the army and the people form the cornerstone of the nation's 
defense and the safeguarding of the democratic institutions. Subsequently, 
Papandreou added in pari: 


"In the coming electoral contest the conservative forces will compete face to 
face with the forces of change. 
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"A few days ago a historic change of direction took place in Burope. The victory 
vf the popular forces of France, of tne Socialist Party and of Franoois Mitterand 
launched a new era for Burope and for the Mediterranean, Their victory is our 
victory. 


"In France vesterday socialism won and the French people took their fate in their 
hands. In Greece today, the Greek people enthusiastically declared their faith 
in PASOK's overwhelming victory and the great change which is approaching. 


"In the context of ite struggles, PASOK has proved ite attachment, ite faith to 
party pluralism in the country's political and social life and is responsible for 
“he mild climate. For us, for PASOK, the mild climate means that the political 
confrontation may and must take place without personal feuds, slander and insults, 
without personal attacks and blind fanaticisms. 


"But there must be no misunderstanding. The mild climate, as an indispensable 
framework for a democratic dialogue and national understanding, does not mean taat 
the opposition should be lackluster, giving absolution or a green light to the 
government of the Right. PASOK regahds it as its duty to defend energetically and 
decisively the economic, social and political interests of the Greek people and to 
protect by all possible means the country's integrity and independence. For 
PASOK, mild climate does not mean political disarmament, vehind-the-scenes trade- 
offs and 'gualty' silence both in and cut of the Chamber of Deputies. For PASOK, 
mild climate does not mean lowering the flag of the struggle and the fight. 


Relations With the Balkans and Turkey 


"We are going through a period particularly burdened with ths revival of the cold- 
war climate, with the return to the insane armaments--particularly the nuclear 
weapons--and the downgrading of detente between the two superpowers and their 
respective military camps. The progressive political forces have a primary duty 
to contribute actively to the gradue) disarmament, detente and peace. This was 
the meaning of our participation in the conferance of the leaders of socialist, 
social democratic, and labor parties in Paris a few months ago and of the visits 
to Bulgaria and Romania. 


"I am particularly happy to emphasize that the relations between Greece and the 
Balkan states are excellent and the road is now open for bilateral and mu) tilater.”* 
good neighbor relations. The Balkans--which in the past were the powder keg of 
Europe--are today a factor of stability and peace. 


"Of course, an exception to this is the status of our relations with Turkey. For 
alrost three decades we uave been confronted with FParkey' 3/ escalating chauvinist 
provocations, the constant violations of our air space, the violations of the 
Greek continental shelf in the Aegean, the brutal invasion and the continuing 
occupation of 40 percent of Cyprus, the demand to demilitarize our islands so 
that they can become easy prey to the Turkish Armsy of the Aegean with ite nearly 
120,000 men and almost 100 modern landing cra*t. 


"We have repeatedly said that we have no quarrel with the Turkish people--that we 
sincerely wish to develop good neighborly and cooperative relations which will 
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atrengthen the independence of both countries from the intervention of powers 
which are foreign the Aegean region. Greece has no claims ageinst Turkey, but 
at the sane tine oe] ie determined to defend ite land, sea, air and under- 
water frontiers, Ureece will never give up one single inoh of Greek soll. 


"Wwe have repeatedly criticised the policies of the New Democracy government with 
regard to the so-called 'Oreek-Turkish dispute.' de have criticised the governme 
because it has entangled our country in « dialogue which is dangerous both for our 
\Verritorial integrity and peace in the area. What oan be the objective of « 
Oreek-Turkieh dialogue if not the extension of concessions the Greek government 
will be pressured to make to ‘satisfy the Turkish clains.' 


"Such @ policy is nationally unacceptable. First, because it legitimises the 
Turkish claims. Second, because no Greek government can give away national 
sovereign rights without becoming acoountable to the Greek people who built 
today's Oreece with so many struggles and blood. Third, because these ‘goodwill 
gestures,’ the continuing offere to Turkey, embolden the Turkish expansioniam and 
inevitably lead to « collision. But beyond that it ise unscoeptable for the Greek 
government to forge friendly relations with Turkey es long as the Turkish /occupe- 
tion force/ remains on Qyprus. We feel obligated to denounce--from this er 
city of ~-the agreement and the cooperation of the government in the 
celebration in Salonica of Ateturk's Mmndredth anniversary. 





"It ie high tim for the government to consider ite tremendous responsibilities 
toward the nation and the people; to put an end to ite ‘goodwill gestures’ such 
as the rearrangement of air corridors over the Aegean to facilitate the flights 
of the Turkish Air Force, the ebolition of firing ranges, the reduction of the 
Limnos terminal area; to stop Hecussing with the dimensions of the Greek 
national ares in the Aegean or the obligation 

flight plene when they enter the Athens flight 
stete unequivocally that the presence of Greek 
is « sacred right and a sacred duty for the defense 











Reinduction Into NATO 


"The reinduction of our country into the NATO military structure was a disartrous 
error. Not only for reasons related to the sad past of our reletions with NATO, 
such as the 7~year dictatorship and the Turkish invasion of (Attile 


operation), but for reasons releted to the present. First, NATO refuses to 
recognise that the ‘allied’ Turkey poses a threat to our territorial integrity 
and refuses to assume any obligation for the protection of our borders to the east. 
What is the sense of such an alliance for Greece’? At the same time, NATO recog- 
nites only one threat to our country's integrity--the threst ‘from the north.’ 
Put, as stated by the national defense minister aleo, such a threat does not 
exist. Yet, in the NATO context both the deployment and the materiel of our armed 
forces are directed towerd the Warsaw Pact while our defense toward the existing 
Lbeeat from the east is weakened. Second, NATO ope and behind the 
scenes the “orkieh cleims against our country. The ne Rodgers agreement 
raised doubte over the limite of Greece's opereti responsibility over the 
Aegean air space. The creation of « NATO beadquarters in Laries under « Greek 




















commander wae and remains e trap designed to lead to Ss partition of the Aegean 
air apace. The recent NATO decision concerning the cipation of the Limnos 
Urpeek Air Foree in the NATO exercises is another « adoption of the 
Turkish views by the ‘alliance.' 


"The Greek-Amerioan negotiations on the bases are continuing. They have been 
fruitless because Washington has no reason to promote & new agreement. The 
exicting treaties (1953, 1956) are in essence ‘capitulations' which grant to the 
5. Armed Forces humiliating privileges at Creek expense. For this reason, the 
government has « duty to revoke immediately the treaties on the bases, With 
regard to the continuation of the negotiations on the bases, the government must 
understand that it ie « minority government and that it is unacoeptable to bind 
the nation before the people's verdict at the forthooming election. 


Foononmy 


"The shield of the nation is forged in Bvros. But this shield cannot consist 
only of the armed forces. It must be founded on the economic, political and 
ethnological development of the area. Consequently, it wae only natural that the 
state should be particularly interested in attracting and establishing industrial 
unite in the frontier regions. The New Democracy governments tried to achieve 
thie by inetituting special incentives. But it is known that these developmental 
incentives did not bear fruit, did not achieve their goale--in Threce generally 
and in Bvros particularly.

SNIAS PARTICLPATION IN WEAPONS MANUFACTURE DETAILED 
Paris DEFENSE NATIONALE in French May 81, pp 45-56 


[Article by Francois Valentin: "National Industrial Aerospace Company and 
Armament Materiel"] 


[Text] General Valentin points out in this article that the 
National Industrial Aerospace Company, more often called 
Aerospatiale or SNIAS, is better known for its civilian 
activities than for its activities in the military sector, 
Now the latter is highly significant, especially in the 
diverse fields such as ballistic missiles, which accounts 
for the word "space" in the company's title, but also for 
tactical anti-tank and anti-aircraft missiles, as well as 

for helicopters. There cannot be too much emphasis, however, 
on the role played by Aerospatiale in the spread of French 
influence abroad, in its industrial activities in France, 
particularly in some areas such as Toulouse, and in inter- 
national cooperation. 


For the public at large, Aerospatiale is the company primarily responsible for 
building the Caravelle, the Concorde, and the Airbus. It is also generally 
known--especially after the success of our aircraft in the United States--what 
place helicopters hold in the company. Few people, however, realize that 
Aerospatiale activities are distributed almost equally among four divisions: 
airplanes, helicopters, tactical missiles, and space and ballistic systems. 

Now to take the figures for 1979, the percentages were respectively, if the 
rise in sales before taxes is included, 23.2, 23.9, 27.9, and 25 percent, which 
shows the position held by missiles, particularly tactical missiles. 


Aerospatiale came into existence in 1970 as a result of the merger of North 
Aviation, South Aviation and SEREB [Ballistic Missiles Research and Production 
Company] companies. The first two companies were already in existence before 
the war as a result of the amalgamation of several firms. Aerospatiale is 
equal in size to the supercompanies in the world of aeronautics and missiles, 
and its creation served as an example in Europe. More recently, we saw England 
take the same direction by forming "British Aerospace." The benefit of the 
merger carried out more than 10 years ago, was not to show on paper large sales 














volume figures; rather, its purpose was to bring about a mutual cooperation 
program, in the financial, industrial, and technological planning, among the 
divisions, generated in part by exchanging knowledge and technical advancements 
and additionally by financial opportunities, that is, savings. 


Sules volume figures before taxes rose in 1979 to 11,380 million francs, an 
increase of 20 percent in today's francs over 1978. In 1980, the figures reached 
L3 billion. The total orders received in 1980 is about 23 billion francs which, 
by 31 December 1980, represented 37 billion francs in orders. 


The total amount in foreign sales was about 50 percent of the overall total. 
lf, however, the nonexportable products, i.e., nuclear weapons, are subtracted 
from the total, the percentage rises to more than 65 percent. That is to admit, 
on the international level, the part played by Aerospatiale; the influence thus 
exerted is not Limited to the simple marketing of French products, but also 
relies upon the provision of licenses or the setting up abroad of subsidiaries. 
These subsidtarites, by using our technology, help developing countries set up 
specialized industrial capabilities, all of which contribute in large measure 
to the sclentific and technical reputation of France and demonstrate that, 
contrary to statements sometimes made without due consideration, the French not 
only have ideas but also know how to put them into practice. 


The impact upon society, within France itself, of Aerospatiale's development is 
widespread throughout the metropolitan territory. Without mentioning all the 
industrial organizations, let us refer to the vital role played by Aerospatiale: 
aircraft in Toulouse and Nantes-Saint-Nazaire regions; the construction of 
ballistic missiles in Aquitaine; tactical missiles in Bourges, and helicopters 
in Marignane. And let us not forget the activities carried on in the Paris 
region, from Chatillon to La Courneuve, from Meaux to Suresnes, where a large 
technical center is in operation. Finally, there must be added to this list 
five subsidiary companies that are specialists in the construction of light- 
weight aircraft (SOCATA) [Commercial Aircraft Construction Company], maintenance 
(SOGERMA) [Aeronautical Maintenance and Repair Company in the Gironde], the 
production of communications material and electrical equipment (EAS) [Aerospace 
Electronics], the production of auxiliary or support material (SOCEA) [Aero- 
nautical Equipment Company in the Charente], and repair (SECA) [Aeronautical 
Construction and Exploitation Company]. These five companies are located in 
five different areas. 





The overall total of Aerospatiale employees in 1980 is 34,300. Aerospace 
subsidiaries employ 4,400 throughout the nation. These totals represent an 
increase of 1,400 over the number o. employees on the job as of 1 January 1979. 
At a time when the employment problem causes so much concern, it is comforting to 
be able to make a positive report. 


These somewhat terse general facts, however, would be incomplete if no mention 
were made of the company's organization. After a period during which it was 
managed by a board of directors under the controi of a supervisory board, a 
formula was adopted that allowed for the exercise of a more clearly defined 
system of management. At the head of Aerospatiale there is a government- 
appointed chairman and director general. He is assisted by a director general 
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delegate, and central Level managing directors who are responsible for implementiny 
the company's overall policy in financial and industrial plans as well as in the 
conduct of international affairs. The board of directors includes representatives 
of the government, the shareholders and the employees. 


Having made this outline, I now propose to give a general description of today's 
activities in each of the divisions with emphasis upon the military implications 
of these activities. The reader, therefore, will not be surprised, if, for 
example, problems of primary significance pertaining to the developuent of the 
"Airbus" series, are given little attention in this article. Nevertheless, this 
limitation in the article's scope is not a reason for creating a separation between 
the civil and military objectives of an aeronautical industry. The technologies 
are the same but, although the end-uses may differ, sometimes a military purpose 
may be considered for a plece of equipment that had been designed originally for 
commercial use. The research teams, nonetheless, take advantage of previous 
experiences, whatever may be the end-use of the equipment or machines that have 
been constructe’?, What is important ‘s to be fully aware of all the techniques 
used or that can be used. The difficulty sometimes is not to leave highly valuable 
teams without sufficient work, because research and development tasks are not 
always regularly assigned according to a schedule, since funds coming from the 
armed forces are not always available. This remark gives the author the chance 
to emphasize the great interest in self-financing, made easier, of course, by 
income from export trade. This situation has not changed for the past 20 years. 
In the beginning of the 1960s, the armed forces were justified in feeling that 
they were paying for the development of weapons systems and equipment, certainly 
needed by the armed forces, but some of which were being sold abroad, without 
the nations buying them fulfilling their part of the bargain relating to 
expenditures. It is often the opposite that happens today, and our armed forces 
are sometimes able to benefit from the possibility of obtaining uaterial under 
development for which they had only provided partial payment. 


It is not the case, of course, for missiles designed for our strategic nuclear 
forces. In this field, the space and ballistic missiles division is dependant 
upon one client--the French government. Yet it should be pointed out how much 
research and work accomplished in the construction and perfection of these 
weapons systems have advanced French technology. The highest compliment paid 
to this effort and its impact upon the national industry appears in a book 
written by two Englishmen, J. Bellini and G. Palie, a member of Parliament, 
and which was reported in 1977 in the magazine SURVIVAL under the title "A 
Gaullist Perspective." The authors compared French policy in the ballistic 
missiles field with the withdrawal by the English at Nassau, and its disastrous 
consequences for the overall development of British industry. 


It is not within the scope of this article to describe in detail the ccvelopment 

of each division's production. It will be limited to pointing up the progress 
ichieved since the S-2 missiles and the M-1 submarine missile launchers, The 
characteristics of the S.3 and M.20 missiles are an increase in range, the use 

of infrared tracking, the hardening of explosive charges, aid in penetration, 

and a short reaction time. This missile will be succeeded in 1985 by a multiple 
charge missile, the M.4. Two recent firing tests were both successfully completed. 
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and ite reliability, The range of the MM38 is 40 km and of the MM40 70 km, The 
alfe-towsea version (AMS9) will be used by the French navy and by foreign navies. 
Une version 'lred from 4 submarine has been developed for our navy. Twenty-four 
countttles have received or ordered missiles in the Exocet series, for a total ol 
1,600 missiles, Beginning with the Exocet missile, which took part in the 
revolution of naval technology, the missiles division has conceived complete 
defense systema, either for the protection of the fleet, or for coastal defense, 
These concepts have had impact particularly upon the over-the-horigzon system the 
brings together the observation helicopter and the Dauphin with the MM40, The 
Dauphin is armed with a low cost miseile, the ASI5-TT (TT for “all weather"), 
making it possible to deal, at the loweat cost, with emall naval targets, such 
as small landing ships. 





Although SS-lle are etill being manufactured, the firet generation anti-tank 
missiles have been replaced by the Milan, an infantry weapon with a range of 
2,000 meters, and the Hot [high-subsonic, optically guided, tube launched), whic) 
is fired from an armored vehicle or a helicopter, with a range of 4,000 meters 
These weapons are being manufa tured in cooperation with a German firm, the MBB 
[Messerachmitt=Bolkow-Blohm]. The Milan and the Hot missiles are wire-guided 
missiles; guidance is by automatic command to line of sight. They are more 
precise, easier to ‘aunch (espectally for the missile operator). They reach a 
higher rate of speed within a minimum distance from the point of firing. They 
can aleo be fired at night thanks to infrared devices presently under development. 
Experimental teste of the latter devices have given spectacular results. More 
than 10U,000 Milan missiles have been produced and 127,000 have been ordered. 
The fi,ures for tne Hot are 14,000 produced and 32,000 ordered, not counting 
options. 


Two changes have been planned for the future. The first is to improve the Milan 
and Hot without chang‘ng the launching positions, by increasing the destructive 
power of the warhead which will lead to a possible increase in the diameter 

of the explosive charge without affecting the caliber of the weapon. The second 
change concerns missiles for the 19908 and is the subject of trilateral studies 
being made by the French, English, and Germans. The change covers all possible 
technical solutions pertaining to guidance procedures and particularly the 
choice of attack trajectory. 


Aerospatiale is also studying a simplified short-range anti-tank missile that 
can be fired in a confined area, e.g., for .se in street fighting. 


It has been possible for the tactical missile division and the MBB to achieve a 
significant success in ground-to-air missiles since the United States has obtained 
the license for the Roland. Seventeen thousand of these missiles (Franco-German 
version) have been ordered. Thev will be used particularly by French and German 
tactical forces and they will partly fill the serious gap that Western main 

forces have in anti-aircraft defenses. In addition, the Roland will lead to 
future developments that will strengthen this defense. The Aerospatiale 

project relating to short range missiles has not been picked up by the Defense 
Ministry. tLts interest in it, due to the possibility of firing in flight upon 

an aircraft approaching its target and because of a high-resolution power of a 
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voanmer reflecting the high state of the art, will surely justify the continuance 
of thie projeet, 


The development of the AS-30 Laser, 4 national program, in the field of air-to- 
xround Missiles, has been terminated and production is now underway. Finally, on 
the subject of Carget misailes, the CT20, in operation on French and foreign 
nunnery tanges for the past several years, will be replaced in 2 years from now 
by the C22, a supersonic miseile with variable speeds and great maneuverability. 
it ts very representative of the different aspects of the air threat, 


If the tactical missile division is primarily for military purposes, which is 
why we have devoted the larger part of this article to the division responsible 
for these missiles, the helicopter division follows the world-wide trend by 
increasing ite sales in the civil sector. The latter's needs, already increased 
between 1976 and 1980, will be higher during the period 1980-1989. In 1980 the 
SNIAS and ANC [Aerospace Helicopter Corporation], ite American subsidiary, reached 
a sales figure of 3.2 billion france, 7.3 percent of which came from foreign 
sales. They delivered 45 aircraft. The rise in orders came to 6.2 billion 
france, 85 percent of which represented export to 39 countries. The ordere are 
for 639 aircraft and significant contracts. During 30 yeare of production, 
Aeroapatiale has sold 6,000 helicopters. 


The divisions's present production is divided between continuing the construction 
of first generation aircraft, such as the Lama, a light weight helicopter, with 
high-powered engines, So far, it has no rival in air operations and observations 
in the high mountain areas, or the Super Frelon, a three-engined helicopter 
weighing |! tons, and equipped with weapons systems for anti-submarine missions 
and attacks upon surface ships; and the production of second generation heli- 
copters resulting from a joint agreement between France and Great Britain in 
1967: 


-=the Gazelle--the new version, SA-342 anti-tank, for daytime use, equipped with 
Hot missiles, began to be delivered to the French army in 1979. Westland is 
responsible for assembling the SA-34]1 version for British military forces. 


--the Puma--medium weight aircraft, which is the basic craft for logistic and 

tactical helicopter transport capability for the ALAT [French Army Light Aviation 

Corps] and the Air Force. It has been successfully mdified for export as well 
for military purposes and for supplying offshore oil rig platforms, and 


-=the Lynx--a shipborne helicopter. Westland is the primary builder. Aero- 
spatiale equips it with ASW [anti-submarine warfare] weapons systems to meet naval 
requirements. 


Aerospatiale, however, has also prepared for the future and has developed very 
competitive models that require advanced technology, particularly in the use of 
laminated materials such as fiberglass, carbon fiber, and Kevlar fiber. These 
new models provide three market opportunities of equal importance which, all 
together, represent about 80 percent of the civil and military markets for the 
1980". In the light weight category of aircraft with room for 5 to 6 passengers, 
the Feureuil and its American version, the Astar, have made a remarkable impact 
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upon this market, according to strict eriteria for economical operation. Their 
success, especially in North America, has induced Aerospatiale to develop a twin 
mtor version, the Twinstar AS 355, for which, from the time it was introduced, 
Aerospatiale has received a large number of orders, These aircraft were initiall, 
conceived for civil uses, but they can be used by the military for liaison, 
observation, of training missions, where their economical operation is particular’ 
apprectated, The market opportunity for a twin engine helicopter of 3 to 4 tons, 
capable of carrying 10 to 12 passengers, offers a great number of possibilities: 
Aerospatiale is there with the Dauphin II SA 365N and ite alternate models suc! 

as the SA 365 G, 4 version built for reconnaissance and rescue work, which has 
been purchased by the Coast Guard, or the SA 365F, a shipborne version equipped 
with AS=L5TT missile(s), represents a very modern weapons system for attacks 

upon surface ships. The market opportunity of a helicopter of medium tonnage 

of 7 to 9 tons, capable of carrying 15 to 20 passengers, the Super Puma has jus’ 
taken over from the Puma. Actually, this aircraft embodies the latest technolo, 
developed by the division and shows remarkable progress, whether in performance 
capability, reliability, increased payload, or comfort. With a recent order 

for 35 aircraft from Bristow, a British firm, it makes a conspicuous impact in 
the North Sea sector, Specialized naval versions are presently under developwent 
for ASW missions (equipped with sonar, sonobuoys, and torpedoes). 





Finally, within the framework of the preliminary phase to define a joint Franco~- 
German program for all weather, anti-tank helicopters, Aerospatiale is making 

a study in conjunction with MBB. It has been a thorny problem, because at first 
it was not easy to bring general staff pointe of view into line on the 
specifications of the aircraft; additionally, because the cost, which is affected 
by the various requirements, appears high in consideration of the financial 
provisions in French and German military plans; finally because of America's 
stiff competition, particularly in target-spotting at night and blind or instrument 
fiving. Whatever it may be, the progress achieved by French manufacturers in 
thie field*, and the experience that can be obtained from the Dauphin, leads us 
to be optimistic as to our capability to build these aircraft, and that they 

will respond, by the end of the present decade, to armed forces requirements. 


The aircraft division, as we have already said, has as its first priority the 
development of the Airbus series. We will not deal here with the choices that 
the development involves. The problems raised would justify an article on that 
topic alone as well as on the evolution of commercial air transport. We will 
only mention the interest that could be raised if the French armed forces vere 
to decide to equip themselves with a transport aircraft which had a large radius 
of action. The 4 turbojet model would serve as a basis for development provided 
thie project were reserved primarily for civil purposes.** Be it as it may, 
Aerospatiale is keeping a sharp lookout, whether it concerns this solution or 
the Traneall series. For the time being, the aircraft division is in charge of 


A study made in conjunction with the tactical missiles division and French 
eysteme manufacturers which make it possible to pilot a helicopter at night 
and to fire Hot missiles, has been supported by successful experiments.

followeup to the Transall series, The division also hopes to receive some 
foreiyn orders, The second generation Transall, a development from some | 7/0 
iircratt previously built in cooperation with the Germans, ts 4 supply aircraft 
ian Well as a transport, tt has an extended radius of action and ta equipped 
with upetoedate navigational equipment. 


the alreraftt division is aleo building, in cooperation with SOCATA, a training 
alroratt, the Epsilon TH30, which is necessary for training beginning pilote. 


The firet prototype flew succesafully during the latter part of 1979. The mdel 
of this propeller-driven aircraft demonstrated perfectly the benefit to be gained 
by close cooperation among the technical services, industry, and the air force. 
it demonstrates particulary the significance of close contact between the last 
two. Another aircraft, a turbo jet, the Fouga 90, 4 successor to the Fouga 
Magister, has performed satisfactorily. For the moment, however, the French air 
force has expressed no need for it. The Magister continues to fulfill present 
requirements. This rundown of Aerospatiale'’s activities would be incomplete if 
no mention were made about problema of cooperation. For some people, the lack 

of standardization among weapons used by the members of the Atlantic Alliance is 
the main cause for waste in the defense effort. It is the major obstacle to the 
effectiveness of the [NATO] armed forces. The idea of exchange, an idea that can 
be expressed by the phrase “a two-way etreet,"” between Europe, on one hand, by 
the implementation of programs of common concern, and the United States and 
(Canada, on the other, should lead to a sort of common market in military equipment 
wherein each country specializes in a particular piece of equipment. Certainly, 
in accordance with the Law of degression that governs production costes with 
respect to the number of manufactured products, it is desirable to obtain a 
reduction in the varieties of equipment deployed. 


The increasing number of recipients, however, increases appreciably the cost 

of reserach and development or involves a surfeit of specifications leading to the 
acceptance of a “calf with five legs.” In short, in order for cooperation to be 
profitable, three conditions must be fulfilled: first, a reasonable agreement 
among the military staffs listing requirements; second, the participants must have 
mre or less equal capabilities on the industrial level, and three, a mutual 
agreement must define the policy pertaining to export to third countries. It is 
in terms of these considerations, not in utopic conceptions that would run the 
risk of provoking more or less violent reactions among industries and their 
personnel in free nations where respectable traditions exist, that 4 cooperative 
policy can be carried out. 


For its part, Aerospatiale tests the whole gamut of exploitable solutions: 

transfer of the Roland license, manufacture of the Milan, Hot, and Roland missiles 
in cooperation with MBB within an economic group that calls upon the personnel 

of the two companies; Airbus Industrial Group, whose formation is more 
centralized; sharing the Gazelle and Lynz helicopter programs with Westland wherein 
each model maintains the configuration of its principal originator--the other 
country intervenes only as a subcontractor, or as the assembler of the aircraft 
designated for its own national market.

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MENTES EXPLAINS CHANGES IN JUDICIARY 
Ankara YANK in Turkish 814 Jun 81 pp 18, 19 
|interview with Minieter of Justice Cevdet Mentes | 


[iext] Minister of Justice Cevdet Mentes responded as follows to YANKI's 
questions: 


[Question] Why has it been deemed necessary to monitor judges with Justice 
Ministry Examiners? Won't this situation damage judicial independence? 


|Answer] Through “Law No 2461 Concerning Changes in Certain Articles of 
Magistrates Law No 2556 and Concerning the Addition of Three Supplemental 
Articles to This Law," the constitutional provision regarding the independence 
of magistrates in the course of their duties; magistrates passing judgment 

in accordance with the Constitution, law, jurisprudence and conviction of 
conscience; and the categorical prohibition against any organ, office, 
ofticial or individual issuing orders and instructions or giving advise and 
suggestions to courts and magistrates on the use of judicial authority, 

have been incorporated as a new article into the fresh Magistrates Law. In 
light of this provision and concept, the oversight to be conducted by Justice 
Ministry Examiners will have nothing to do with the judicial duties of a 
magistrate, who is accountable to the law and his own conscience. 


lhe duties given the Justice Ministry Oversight Board can be summarized as 
follows: 


a) After the necessary investigation and study of matters bearing on inadequate 
and obstructive statutes, tendering detailed and concrete proposals specifying 
lcval measures to be taken. 


b) ‘To examine and study whether the behavior and conduct of magistrates and 
prosecutors--either stemming from their duties or during the course of their 


duties--conform to the demands of the position and its duties. 

©) to monitor the office work of public prosecutors, judicial and administra- 
tive courts, and judicial committees; execution and bankruptcy offices and their 
responsible accounting offices; forensic institutions; forensic | eg; 
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ooronere;, Notaries; prisons, houses of detention, and reformatories; workers 
juarlera, commercial registers; enforcement | vwrd indiatinct] offices; court 
cunhier's otffeers; government offices for safeguarding criminal evidence, 

i well as otfiees charged with probate, pourparty, general aales, gooda, and 
upplien, and, lastly, post, telegraph, telephone and office trusteeshipa, 
Moroover, procedures governing the abovementioned functiona will also be 
vXamined,

vl a profession whe will as a result of their great success clearly be a boon 

to the examinera office, 


lhose who, following the abolition of the Supreme Magistrate's Council, have come

mipistrates and prosecutors, give will without doubt be assessed and finalized

\o « result, there will be no question of examiners damaging judicial prerogatives 
during the monitoring of magistrates. 


[Question] Can't provisions in the new law concerning temporary assignment be 
abused? For example, can't a judge returning from a 6-month temporary assignment 
ie sent off on another such assignment? 


|\Anewer) This “assignment with temporary authority" is not an innovation; it was 
included in Articles 29 and 89 of the Supreme Council of Magistrates and 
Prosecutors Law No 45, 


\ccording to these articles, there is a category that allows for temporary 
uuthority to be vested in magistrates. If temporary authority was given simply 
to a prosecutor, the temporary authority in every case was limited to 4 months 
vut was in practice extended to 8 to 10 months, 


fhe issue of “assignment with temporary authority” was again taken up in Article 20 
of the Supreme Council of Magistrates and Prosecutors Law No 2461, which went 
into effect on 14 May 1981, According to this article, the minister of justice, 
by decision of the Supreme Council of Magistrates and Prosecutors, can 
temporarily assign as a service requirement magistrates and prosecutors to a 
circuit outside permanent duty areas so as not to forestall proceedings in areas 
lacking a magistrate or prosecutor due to illness, death, resignation or for 
other reasons. In cases where a delay is objectionable, the minister of justice 
can immediately grant the authority needed to ensure continuity of service but 
will submit his decision for formal council approval within no later than 3 days. 
\f a magistrate or prosecutor is transferred with temporary duty status, until 
that magistrate or prosecutor assigned by the council takes up his new duties, 

he will remain active in previously assigned proceedings.

An is known, within LO days following the release of Supreme Council of

c) During a review, the council may take issue with the authority granted by 
the minister of justice and abrogate that authority out right; or, the council 
may immediately dispatch another magistrate or prosecutor to the location 
deemed in need, 


d) Upon release of the council decision to the concerned party, that party may 
ask the council to reconsider the decision. If the council's second decision 
does not satisfy the party, he may tender his objection to the Protest Review 
Board, which (excluding the chairman) is composed of eight individuals chosen 
trom supreme judicial bodies. 


\Ouestion}| Couldn't a partisan government, taking advantage of the temporary 
assignment article, refer a Maras or Corum case, for example, to judges in 
its own corner? Wouldn't the principle of the "natural magistrate" thus be 
disrupt« d? 


[Answer] Under these circumstances it will be impossible at any time for a 
irtisan minister to refer cases like Maras or Corum to a magistrate who is in 
in pocket and thus disrupt the “natural magistrate" principle.

\ccording to Article 10 of the Supreme Council of Magistrates and Prosecutors 
Law No 2461, the council will convene with all members present under the gavel 
of the chairman or, in his absence, the acting chairman. Council decisions 
will be by simple majority. Members will vote yea or nay with abstentions

[Question] Will there be a change in status for the undersecretary of the 
justice Ministry and the director general for personnel affairs under the 
new law? 


l\Answer|] If you exomine Table No 2 affixed to Article 18 of Magistrates Law 
No 2556, you will see that the undersecretary and the director general appear 
in the "First-class Prosecutors” section; whereas, in Table No 1 of Article 1/7, 
the Court of Cassation First President, the Court of Cassation Vice Presidents, 
the Court of Cassation Chamber Chairman, and the court's membership appear in 
the "First-class Magistrates” section. 


\s is evident from reviewing these tables, the undersecretary and director general 
ire tirst-class prosecutors with first-class magistrates constituting their 
Ccounte rparts. 


lhis status of the undersecretary and director general has been maintained since 
i926, and great pains have been taken to defend this special status whenever the 
law was changed, Given this mentality, the positions of undersecretary and 
director general must be evaluated accordingly, and it must be clearly recognized 
that these individuals are first-class prosecutors.

Mr Chinamano said he was impressed with new forklifts, binders, caterpillars, 
containerisation and the extensions to the dock at Beira. A Dutch consortium was 
carrying out feasibility studies on how the harbour at Beira could be dredged to 
accommodate bigger ships. "“ 


"When all projecte for the harbour are completed Beira will serve the entire hin- 
terland of Africa,” Mr Chinamano said.

"Malaw! ie using the harbour to the full. Zambia imports and exports through 
Beira to a certain extent. 


“But Zimbabwe is not using Beira sufficiently yet." 


He urged Zimbabwe businessmen to start using the harbour at Beira “instead of 
other routes”. 


Further studies were already being made, he said, for Zimbabwe to have ite own 
merchant navy based at Beira.

GOVERNMENT PRICING POLICIES STIMULATE PRODUCTION 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 12 Jun 81 p 4 


[Text] Producer prices have been handled realistically by the Government, the 
Dairy Marketing Board's manager, Mr Eddie Cross, has said. 


He said the Government's pricing policies had increased farm prices sharply 
and agricultural production had recovered. 


Addressing the crop science symposium on Wednesday, Mr Crosse said: "The record in 
this respect is impressive; maize production has been stimulated to a point where 
abundant supplies are now available. 


"The action taken in respect of wheat prices should also go a long way towards 
recovering our self-sufficiency in this commodity. 


"In respect of milk the Government has courageously adopted two subsequent price 
increases which are now bearing fruit." 


The former chief economist of the Agricultural Marketing Authority said the re- 
covery in agriculture had been "dramatic and widespread". 


"Those of us who have been involved in peasant agriculture have been impressed 
by the speed with which peasant farmers have also responded to the new economic 
environment,” he said. 


Another consequence of the Goverm.ant's pricing policy was the rising cost to the 
Government of holding down consumer prices. 


"This has now reached unacceptable proportions and the time is approaching when 
some hard decisions affecting consumers will have to be made." 


In developing countries, where prices hud been set at artifically low levels, at- 
tempts had been made to stimulate production by subsidies. 


"This proved an unsatisfactory way of promoting production," the economist added. 


He said experience in developing countries pointed to a withdrawal of subsidies 
and a reintroduction of the producer price system, Mr Cross said. 
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In these countries marketing inatitutions had deteriorated to the point where cor- 
ruption and inefficiency had become widespread. 


This had resulted in little growth in the continent's food production with wide- 
spread shortages of basic foodstuffs. 


In the past year 10 percent of Africa's population faced starvation. 


"Only now that the problem has reached crisis proportions have most of the Govern: 
mente involved begun to marshall the political will required to introduce a more 
balanced approach to the question of agricultural pricing," Mr Cross said. 
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BETTER USE OF FOOD SUBSIDIES URGED

[Text] Government consumer subsidies on food could be better used to assist the 
rural poor, the president of the Commercial Farmers' Union said last night. 


Mr Jim Sinclair made his change-of-emphasis call in a speech here at the union's 
Matabeleland branch annual meeting. 


Farm prices in relation to subsidies and the effect on the rural poor of present 
policies were a problem of much larger dimensions than the land resettlement issue, 
he said. 


He sympathised with the Government. They had inherited a problem which, he said, 
they were “going to find very difficult to solve" in the short term. 


In May the Minister of Finance, Senator Enos Nkala, reported the Government would 
have to pay more than $138 million in food subsidies by the end of the financial 
year, and faced a $171 million bill next year. 


Mr Sinclair said the blanket effect of consumer subs’ dies was highlighted by the 
following anomalies: 


--"In the maize industry, it is estimated that something like 2 000 small-scale 
millers have been put out of business by the war and the subsidy on roller meal, 
which has led to the centralisation of the milling industry and its domination by 
large capital-intensive operations who are hard-pressed to meet demand. 


--"In the beef industry, large subsidies can be isolated to pet food in the region 
of $5 000 000. The subsidy on dairy products tended to benefit the higher income 
groups. 


"However, blank. consumer subsidies are not the answer and we need to appreciate 
this. 


"These monies could be more effectively used in a programme of development to as- 
sist the rural poor who, after all, are the poorest in this country and who need 
the help. 


"Food prices in Zimbabwe are among the cheapest in Africa while the quality of 
basic foodstuffs is among the highest in the world." 
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From the commercial farmers' point of view, it was necessary for them to be able 
to negotiate farm prices unconstrained by the large deficits on trading accounts 
which affected negotiations. 


"Any improvement in the real income of farm workers can only be achieved by increa- 
sing farm prices to a level that permite us to pay higher wage levels. 


"Overall, a phased cut in subsidies and attention to the price structure of com- 
modities is needed, both to benefit our workers and the peasant sector," said Mr 
Sinclair. 


Turning to another major problem facing the industry, he warned that farmers could 


not ensure continued agricultural productivity faced with the extreme constraints 
put on them by the shortage of foreign exchange for machinery.

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CROP DEPOT DELAYS=-The council of the Zimbabwe National Farmers Union is concerned 
at the way acceptance of crops at marketing depote hee been organised in some dis- 
tricts. Delegates at a recent meeting in Salisbury eaid the situation was serious 
in Mashonaland Weet, the Midlande and Victoria Provinces. Farmers were said to be 
bitter about the one-day-a-week allocation to deliver their maize. They felt 

the allocation imposed a severe etrain on farmers keen to get their crope off the 
fields. It wae argued that the bottlenecks could be removed and solutions were 
said to have been put to depot personnel and transport operatore. The union 
president, Mr Gary Magadzire, eaid he would take up the matter with the Agricul- 
ture Ministry and statutory marketing bodies, as suggested by the council. The 
council aleo felt that farmere should be eligible for licences to buy agro- 
chemicale from manufacturers inetead of getting them through middlemen. There 
were also serious probleme getting suitable tractors for the emall farmer, and 
the Ministry of Agriculture wae called upon to give urgent attention to the issue. 
Meanwhile, the Grain Marketing Board's chief planning officer, Mr George Fairlie, 
said no instructions had been iseued about delivery times. However, he said, de- 
pot ifaison committees comprising transporters and farmers of all kinds could 
make their own arrangements. “Theoretically anyone can deliver crops at any time 
and place," caid Mr Fairlie. “Any changes depend on farmers giving priority to 
one group or transporter." Mr Fairlie said it was up to Mr Magadzire to supply the 
names of depots which had introduced the allocation system so that the matter 
could be looked into.

at the end of this month. South Africa ineiated on the return of all hire loco- 
motives to help cope with ite own increasing rail traffic. A etatement by the 
Minieatry of Transport said steps had been taken to eneaure that by the end of this 
vear Zimbabwe's ability to move traffic should have improved considerably. 

These were: Skilled manpower was being recruited from India and Pakistan, although 
none had yet arrived. Fourteen diesel locomotives, previously set aside to be 
converted for electric use, were now being given new diesel engines. A further 
eight unserviceable locomotives were being fitted with recondittoned engires. The 
Government had agreed to the purchase of 25 new diesel locomotives from Western 
countries. A total of 14 steam shunting locomotives had been hired fr.m South 
African Railways.
